The report s an unanimons one, all the
members of the commiesion having signed
11 extept Colonel Sexton, whose death oce

curred Febhruary 4. The report §s o voluml-
nous  document, containing about 65,000
words, and ao oMela] abetract prepared by
the secretary of the commission was furn-
fahed to the press for s convenlence, This

absiract says, in part:
Neport in Detnil,

The commiesion organized on Septemhber
4, electing Ceneral Graaville M. Dodge
prostdent, Hon., Charles Denby vice presi-
dent and Richard Welghtman  secretary.
Geperal Jamos A, Deaver was deslgnated
to conduct the examination of wihesses;

Lieutenant Colonel . B, Jones, chlef guar-
termaster of volunteera, was detalled by the
War department as dishurdiog officer anl
Major Stephen €. Mills, U, 8. A, was ap-
poltted by the president ns recorder,

On Monday, September the comm'a~
egln convened In regular sessalon. Arrange-
memts were made o admit to the rooms
wix journalists, three of them representing
fthe threo established presa  associations,
Having only two rooms at their disposal the
commisslon could not throw these open {0
the public indlscriminately, All the news-
papers in the country, however, had access,
through the press pssocintions, to the ex-
mmination of witnesses and the Amoerican
peaple were sorved, in respeot to the pro-
coedlngs of the commission, exactly as they
are served in all other matters of publie
interest from day to day,

Among the first acta of the commission
wan 16 nsk the seorotary of war, the udju-
tant gemeral, the quartermaster general, the
commslssary general and the surgeon gon-
eral to trangmit all the complaints received
by them touching the administrailon of
thelr respective departments. This request
wis promptly complied with and from that
time forth nll complaints were forwnrded 3
the commiasion immedintely on thelr ro-
celpt wt the War department,

In further pursuance of this preparptory
mensure the commission, on September 21,
mude publle fnvitatlon through the pross to
nll persong having knowledge or bellef of
any ofMelal wrong or dereliction to submit
thelr statements in writing, accompanled by
guch collateral proof or information ne
might be at thelr digposal. This invitation
met with o Hberal response.  Hundreds of
afMdavite, letters, newspaper ellppings, edi-

torial articles and sermons were recelved,
all of which were thoroughly aod laborl-
ourly investigated, as will appear in the

teglimony tnken by the commission nnd the
various exhibits and appendlces to be pub-
lighed hereafter.

Sources of Informntion,

Next, dhe scorctary of war was requested
#o direct the various chiefs of department
under him to furnish the commission with
u statement of the condition of their re-
gpective departments at the outbreak of the
war and the operation of the same during
the period of hostilities,

This communication recited in detall the
gubjects on which information was desired,
comprising facts touching the mobllization
of troops and thelr organization: the am unt
and Kind of camp and garrvison cquipage
on hand at the beginning of the war, the
amouat subsequently purchased; similar in-
formation with regard to furnishing the
troops with arms tnd accoutrements; in-
formation as to. which of the volunteer regl-
ments were armed and equipped in o the
varlzus etole camps: how the locatlon of
the enmps of general rendezvoug Wis do-
termined;: full particulars as to the trans-
portatlon of troops; an account of the gquan-
tity, quality aod kind of food furnished,
and Information as to tentage, beds, iinen,
medicines and all other neceasarles for the
hoepital; as to whether the medical staff
was efficlent, and as o the conditlons and
operntions of the engineer and ordnance
dopartimeels, These statements, promptly
and dntelligently made, were of great serv-
fee in the Ipvestigation in the character of
text and reference hooks.

Having thus arrangod the preliminary
matters which seemed advisable to be de-
termined, the commission resgolved that all
charges specifically brought before 1t should
be the basis of the examination of wlinesses
who had, or professed to have, knowledge of
the facts Involved dn such charges.

Taken Informally,

It was fupthes determined that In the ex-
amination of witnesses the strivl rules of
evidence as applled  In legal  procecdings
should not be adhered Lo, but considerable
atitude should be allowed, While, therefore,
in general the rules of evidimee have been
followed, we have oot hesitated to relax theh
application when thought adyls able.  During
our sesslons we examined 405 witnesses, Al
of these were aworn or allirmed except one,
who declined to take the oixth. The exami-
niatlon was conducted by the member deslg-
nitedd for that purpose, hut every wilness
wiag |pterrognted by covery member of the
commisslon who dealred.

Our purpose ia the discharge of our duties
wig to artive at the facte touching the ecu-
duet of the war aad 1o eMort was spurcd by
ue to reach that result,  We have examined
tho secretary of war, the commanding gen-
eral, heads of departments, olfleers of corps,
divislons, brigades, reglments and  com-
panies, non-commissioned officers and pri-
valed, nuises mu]. peTsuRis from mMany cim-
ploymenta In private. No man or woman
who ‘hus stated o us he or she had any ma
terial matter touching the subject of ow
inguiry to communicate bas been refused n
hearing.

The commission visited in person most of
tho old campe. As & rule the inspection
wias not only of eamps, but of hosplinls, and
much valuable information was obinined by
contact with oMcers and enllsted men

At all of these places we have fnvited,
gometimes with special inalstence, every per-
san who came hefore ns and testified who
could throw any Hglt on the conduct of the
War department ln any of s branches,

These lgures of themseles ndicate that an
Immense work was thrown upon the Wi
Avpart ment After thirty-ihree  years of
penoe, duriig a great patt of which the wtiny
did

not exceed 26000 men, It suddenly be
came necessary oo arm, clothe, feed and
cquip more than a quarter of a million.

The records of the War department which
have been lald befors us show that the pec-
retary of war exteaded to all chicefs of bu-
reaus cordlal and full support and prompily
respotided o every proper  demand made
upott him by commuanding officers.

No tegtimony has been préveoted show-
Ing Intentlonal neglect of duty nor any at-
tompt to serve pergonal  frtdéirests,  The
charges made that the secretary of war was
| pecuniarily interesiold  In contracis, pur-
chasea and other transoactlons of the War de-
partmert have been  thoroughly examined
and found baseless, In the judgment of the
commisslon there was lacking lo the general
adminlstration of the War depariment during
the continuance of the wa: with Spaln tha
complete grasp of the situation which was
easentiol to the highest efficlency nnd disel-
pline of the army

The commission hus refralned from criti-
olsing certain of the heads of bureaus for not
having nected with foresight in preparing
thelr various deparntments for active war be-
fore war was actually declared because it has
appeared that the oational defense funds
provided by the act of March 9, 1808, was not
avallabla for uee except for the navy nod for
const defenses and the expenditures incident
thereto until after the declarstion of war,

On ot Ivust one ogcasion, May 17, the wec-
retary of war Instructed the major genetnl
commanding the army to  Inspect certualn
vamps, viz; Those at Chickamauga, Atlnata,
Now  Orleans, Moblle, Tampn, Minmi smd
| Key West. The major general did not act
| upon such instructions, stating it to be his
I]}hh‘l' to order nspection,

Further the commission finds that although
Iseveral of the officers of this department
were daasligned to duty in command of troops
In the fAeld, still competent oMceers were left
| In charge of (he departmont in Washington
to perform such duties as were assigned to
them. The o ganization ln the Aeld was am-
ple and the imspeclors mode reports to the
commanding officers to whom hey had been
anslgned, ‘Those reports  were often not
wcted upon and were not forwwarded to the
War department,

Condition of Camwp Thomns.

Camp  Thomas, Chickamaugs, Iz
adapted to the accommodation of more
L 20000 at A thme. On Jupe 30 there were
08,M8 men In the camp. The water supply
was unsatisfaclory, the water {tsell was re-
pugnant. Some <f the wells became cun-
taminated. The ganitaticn of the camp was
very Imperfect nnd at times decidedly bad.
The troops were not well located, muny be-
Ing permiited to camp In the woods, Sinks
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were not deep enough or sufliciently re-
moved from the men’s gquarters. Six hun-
dred HNeenses to peddlers and  hucksiers

CONTROL THE BERRY TRADE

Sonthwest Unlon Meets nnd Figures
on Handiing the Treade of
Next Senson,

E. B, Branch of thig ¢ty returned Friday
from an interesting mecting of the South-
wost Shippers' Co-Operative union, held its
Plerce Clty, Mo. 1o speaking of the meet-

ing he sald:

“This unlon i veally a confederation of
about twenty differént associations of berry
growers and shippers. The territory cov-
ered by the various associntions includes
southenstern Kansas, northwestern Arkan-
gng, and =outhwestern Missouri. The Sars
coxle association, which Is the lnrgest one
in the union, hus 1,400 acres of etrawberrieas
and two years ago during the height of
genson, shipped from tweniy to thirty cars
n day., The other nineteen assoclatlons are
haraly large, but the total oulput of
strawberries for a season |5 something enor-
mousg and the problem of digtribution a dif-
fleult one to solve., Where cach assoclation
does fts shipping independently there
always the danger of Mooding one market
and neglecting another.

“The Southwest Shippers’ Co-Operative
unlon was formed for the purpose of getting
the different associations to work together
for the good of all. The plan is to have @

as

s

contral oMes  which shall be thoroughly
poated on the conditlon of the market in
every city In the country. Then whenever

an assoclation has w shipment of berries to
make It shall report it to the central office,
which decides where It can be shipped to
the best advantage. By such means It is
hoped to make the miarkets more even and
avold many of the losges caused by flooded
markets. The plan Is at least a clever one,
but like all communistic schemes is dif-
ficult to earry out.

“It s thought by many that the output
af strawberrles will be nearly double what
it was a year ago. Conditions so far have
all been favorable for the plants, and then,
too, the acreage Is much larger this vear.
The thermometer was 10 degrees below zoro
in Plerce City lost week Jduring the con-
ventlon, which Is sald to be the coldest
weather ever known In that section. Resi-
dents, however, sald [t would not injure
strawberries but might damage peaches
considerably.'”

at Humarcao, .92; wt Vieques, 1,85, and at
Farajardo, 195 laches. During e month of
December the average temperature for the
island was 76 degrees, 3 degrees below nor-
mul, On January 1 twoe slight earthquake
shocks were felt at Viegues, They were of
shiort duration and did mo damage.

The condition of the crops is roported As
romarkably fuvorable, The weather s ox-
cellent for the growth of tolucco and cof-
fei, and the cane harvest just beglnning
gives promise of belng Jarge except where
the rainfall bos been too heavy, This heavy
rolnfall has the effect of retarding the mill-
Ing and makes the sap too thin, In the Vie.

daries hnve not at all been regarded In map-
ping out our aclico]l districts and it is not at
all necessary (hat each ward should be rep-
resented, The board I8 expected to work
for the general good of the entire school dis-
driet of Omali and not for any puarticular
gection.
